THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON X.—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR SEPT. 4, 1910. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxi, 33-46. 
Memory Verses, 45, 46—Golden 
Text, Matt. xxi, 43—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D, M. Stearns. 


| These parables of the last week of 
His ministry must have been, in His 
estimation, very important, closing, as 
they did, His final appeals to the na- 
tion. How much do they mean to us? 
That of the two sons is recorded only 
by Matthew. These of our lesson are 
found in Matthew, Mark and Luke. 
In the vineyard parable of the last 
chapter the topic was the laborers and 
their wages, but here it is the ill treat- 
ment of the servants and of the son 
himself by those who ought to have 
rendered the fruits to the house- 
holder. - How often the words come to 
us as we write these notes: “He was 
in the world, and the world was made 
by Him, and the world:knew Him not. 
He came unto His own and His own 
received Him not. But as many as re- 
ceived Him to them gave He: the 
right to become the sons of God’” 

(John i, 10-12). The world by its wis- 
dom knows not God (1 Co. i, 21). 

Israel, chosen and dealt with as no 
other nation, mocked the messengers 
of God and despised His words and 

misused His prophets until the wrath 

of the Lord arose against His people 

till there was no remedy (II Sam. vii, 
23; II Chron. xxxvi, 16). How much 

worse will be the doom of those who 
;at the end of this age know not God 
and obey not the gospel of®tr Lord 

Jesus Christ+(II Thess. 1, 7-9). 

If you think of Israel as the vine- 
yard of the lord (Isa, v, 1-7) consider 
how He could have done more for her 
| than He did and endedvor to answer 
| the question, Wherefore brought it 
forth wild grapes? If you think of the 
| church of today or of this age and of 
our Lord’s saying, “Herein is my Fa- 
ther glorified, ‘that ye bear much 
fruit’’ (John xv, 8), where is the much 
fruit, the fruit unto God, the fruit 
unto holiness, the fruit unto life eter- 
nal? (Rom. vi 22; vii, 4; John iv, 36.) 
Might He not say of us, as He did of 
Israel, ‘An empty vine bringing forth 
fruit unto Himself?’’ (Hos, x, 1.) 

Last of all He sent unto them His Son 

(verse 37). “God, who at sundry 
times and in divers manners spake in 
time past unto the fathers by the 

prophets, hath in these last days spok- 

en unto us by His Son’ (Heb. i, 13). 
The house of Judah cast Him out dnd 
killed Him. Today many who profess 

to be His friends are saying He was 

born like other men, He did not know 
as much as some who are now alive, 

He did not suffer for our sins, He 

never rose from the dead, He wrought 

no miracles, He will never come 
again, there is no devil and no hell. 

hich are the worst—those to whom 
He ddressed this parable or those who 
in our day take Him away from us, 
and His word and His salvation, and 
leave us nothing but the reason and 
wisdom of men? 

We shall learn from the lessons fol- 
lowing some of the things He will do 
when He comes again, but here He 
| tells us how He was about to deal 
with Israel as a nation. As before 
| the captivity in Babylon He gave them 
orty years, during which He pleaded 


with them by Jeremiah the prophet, 
so at the time of our lesson there were 


scarce forty years before them until ° 


Jerusalem should be destroyed and 
the nation scattered, never to be a na- 
tion again during this age. But as we 
have watched the Zionist movement 
of the past ten years and this very

From Main Line to Vancouver— 

Construction Not to be Undertaken 

Until the Main Line is Completed. 

Vancouver, B. O.—The Grand Trunk 
Pacific management expects to have 
the main line completed into Prince 
Ruprt in 1912, or 1913 at the latest, 
said C. M, Hays in an_ interview. 
The rapidity of construction hinges 
upon labor conditions, which this year 
have been very unfavorable, On the 
main line and prairie branches con- 
struction gungs are deficient to the 
number of tive thousand men. 

Two exploratory parties are now en- 

gaged making a reconnaissance in 
connection. with the proposed branch 
from the main line to Vancouver, One 
party is working south from a point 
near Fort George. This would indi- 
cate that its starting point may be 
farther east than was originally pro- 
posed. The other+party is working 
north from Lytton. The determina- 
tion of the route into Vancouver, 
whether by way of the Lillooet coun- 
try, branching off from the Fraser 
above Clinton, or by way of Lytton, 
has been left for future consideration. 
Construction will not be undertaken 
until the main line is completed. No 
urchases of terminuls or waterfront 
n Vancouver or vicinity have been or 
are contemplated at present. False 
Creek as a terminal is..sti:l. regarded 
with favor by the management. 
On the question of route, Mr. Hays 
said: ‘We will not undertake the 
building of a branch line into Van- 
couver, much as we would like to 
come sotith until we have finished the 
main line. At present we have in the 
field two parties engaged in making a 
reconnaisance, preliminary to determ- 
ining the most advantageous route. 
One outfit is working south from a 
point in the vicinity of Fort George, 
the other being engaged in looking 
over the country extending north from | Extensive 
Lytton at the junction of the Fraser:

This leaves 
the question of a route into Vancouver 
in abeyance.

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Fires in Forest Reserve Still Raging,, 
But Are Left to Burn Themselves 
Out—180 Men Surrounded in the 
Mountains Between Lolo Paso and 
St. Mary’s—Three Guides Sent to 
Pilot Them Out. 


Spokane.—The mystery of the bodies 
being found in St. Joe county, Idaho, | 
probably will be cleared up, when the | 
Chicago, Milwaukee & Puget road 
runs its first passenger train to Avery. 
One hundred and six men living in 
the St. Joe valley are missing. 
Twenty-two bodies, supposed to be of 
Settlers, were found a tew days ago. 
Several days age tw bodies were 
discovered, scattered over an area of 
over a mile, and it was assumed they 
were forest employes. Supervisor 
Weigle included them in his list of 
dead employees. However, he declar- 
ed they were not rangers. Added to 
the number of dead rangers, seventy- 
four,.and forty-four bodies found near 
Avery, the ten Japanese who perished 
near Avery, and various known dead 
in Washington and Montana, the total 
is 142. ‘This is without taking into 
account the 185 rangers imprisoned on 
the head waters of the St. Joe. 

The appalling loss of life among the 
forest employees has taken the heart 
out of the surviving foresters, and an 
order has been issued not to risk life 
to save timber. 

The little fires are being extinguish- 
ed, but the great fires, to fight which 
might result in more loss of life, will 
be allowed to burn themselves out 
until the rains extinguish them.

GENERAL BADEN.POWELL 


This Master Scout Has Outscouted the 
Savages and the Born 
Plainsmen 


Winnipeg.—The unquestioned — suc- 
cess of the Boy Scout movement in 
Great Britain, a success which bids 
fair to be duplicated in Canada, is a 
curious commentary on the attitude of 
the public When its sympathies are 
touched in the right way at the right 
time and by the right man. In an 
age when every tendency toward mili- 
tarism is regarded with covert, if not 
open suspicion, when peace confer- 
ences excite more general interest 
than rumors of war, and when the 
only ground upon which the expendi- 
ture for added armaments can be pop- 
ularly justified, is the argument that 
thereby war may be averted, it is of 
more than pass.ng interest to observe 
that a movement such as that insti- 
tuted by General Baden-Powell has 
won almost instant approval. 

The explanation lies in the personal- 
ity of the man behind the movement, 
Baden-Powell declared at. the outset 
that the underlying idea of the Boy 
Scout trainin; 
ter citizens. He does not aim to make 
soldiers of the boys, but he does aim to 
culivate a spirit of self-reiiance, and 
an ability to take care of one’s self un- 
der aimost any circumstances, 
whether at home or in the field, The 
training of the boys does not inter- 
fere with their studies or their work. 
It is done outside of school or work 
hours, and is designed to be so inter- 
esting that it will take the place of 
aimless play or harmful loafing. Gen- 
eral Baden-Powell is being taken at 
his word. The movement has general 
and popular support, and tradesmen 
and Drodesaionel when are willingly do- 
ing their part by imparting to the 
boys a working knowledge of such 
parts of their business as will hel 
them in qualifying as scouts and all.

C.P.R. DEPOT PRESENTS BUSIEST

Thousands of Harvesters and Home- 
seekers are Passing Through Win- 
nipeg at the Present Time on Their 
Way to Saskatchewan and Alberta 
Points—Demand for Harvest Hands 
is. far from Satisfied. 


Winnipeg.—The ©. P. R. station re- 
cently presented probably the most 
animated scene of the year, the en- 
closure and platforms being crowded 
from’ early mofning until midnight. 
With the arrival of No. 1 at 10-30 in 
the morning, one of the harvest regu- 


lar trains tnis year, the commotion 
slurted and there was never a_ halt 
nor a breathing minute. until the 
special train bearing harvesters and

About 100 harvesters came on No.1, 
At 3 o'clock a special train of hofne- 
seekers arrived from eastern Ontario 
points. There were close to 500 in the 
party and those who were at the sta- 
tion were free in tneir opinion that 
they were the best dressed and most 
prosperous looking lot of homeseéxers 
that ever came west. There was a 
large number of women and children, 
indicating that many of the home- 
seekers intend remaining. The great- 
er number went west during the after- 
noon and evening to points in Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, many taking 
the full worth of their tickets by going 
all the way to Edmonton. 

Four trains of harvesters arrived 
during the early evening, the last 
reaching the station just before 9 
o’clock. The men were all from Que- 
bee and eastern Ontario, the majority 
being from the vicinity of Montreal 
and Ottawa. Their trip westward was 
without special incident and all seem- 
ed eager to get into the fields and to 
work. During the evening they crowd- 
ed Main street, and the hotels and res- 
taurants near the station did a land 
office business feeding the hungry 
crowd. 

Duluth, Minn.—Six hundred farm 
hands from eastern Canada went 
through Duluth on special trains for 
Winnipeg, making a total of about 
eighteen hundred this season. Many
